MADE A BRIEF ADDRESS TO ALL 


Held Informal Reception and Visited 
8 t- Mary ’s Parochial School. 


One of the largest gatherings of 
people at St. Patrick’s ohurch in some 
time was seen y esterkay afternoon for 
the confirmation serv ices. 
Long be­ 
fore the hour set for confirmationjhun* 
dreds were unable to gain admittance. 
This v isit of Most Rev erend J ames 
Edward Quigley was his first v isit to 
Dix on. Reaching the city at 12:45 p. 
m. he was escorted to the parochial 
residence, where dinner was serv ed to 
fifteen v isitiDg clergy men. 
At three 
in the afternoon confirmation was ad­ 
ministered to ov er two hundred peo­ 
ple. Of this number ov er one hundred 
and fifty were y oung people from 
twelv e to fifteen y ears of age, while 
the rest were adults. 
The clergy and Archbishop marched 
fromjthe rectory to the church. Before 
administering the sacrament of con­ 
firmation the Archbishop spoke on the 
great importance of the sacrament 
and the 
Christian trainiDg of the 
y oung. Once the Archbishop com­ 
menced his disoourse ev ery one present 
was 
eager to 
hear such an able, 
eloquent and scholarly prelate speak. 
His clear pleasant 
sounding v oice 
could be heard in ev ery part of the 
church and all who were present were 
Impressed and pleased with his words. 
The presence of this prelate at once 
attracts a person. 
Tall in statue, he 
has a personal presence that is com­ 
manding in such a great and prudent 
ecclesiastical diplomat. 
Most Rev . J ames Edward Quigley 
was boro at Osbawa, in the prov ince 
of Ontario, Canada. 
He receiv ed bis 
early training in the schools of Buffa­

In the Autumn of tbe 
same y ear instead of entering West 
Point, he entered Niagara Univ ersity 
at Niagara Falls, N. 
Y., to prepare 
for the priesthood.

“At 5:30 Satu rday 
morning a wireless message reading: 
The enemy’s sq u adron is in sight,’ 
reached the naval b ase. This message 
was transmitted to all ou r ships b y 
tb e flagship, with instru ctions to 
get 
ready for action. 
Ou r sq u adron left 
its rendezvou s and headed 
for the 
eastern 
channel off Tsu shima, 
Ou r 
men seemed to b e tilled with new in­ 
spiration, and were eager for the long- 
delayed tight to b egin. 
‘XJu r third fighting sq u adron, with 
the Takashiho to port, reconnoitered 
the Ru ssian* cou rse, au d at 11:30 a. m. 
informed the main sq u adron b y wire­ 
less telegraph that the Ru ssian ships 
were passing into the east channel, 
whereu pon ou r main sq u adron, chang­ 
ing its cou rse somewhat to the sou th­ 
ward, came in sight of Okinshima at 
1 o’clock In the afternoon. 
The third 
division arrived later and joined the 
main sq u adron. The first and second 
divisions, accompanied b y the destroy­ 
er flotilla,changed to a westerly cou rse, 
while the third division and the fou rth 
destroyer flotilla headed slightly east- 
w*ard.

'Hie torpedo flotilla arrived 
within 260 metres of the Ru ssian ship, 
au d the Shiru u u s fired the first shot. 
Two other torpedo b oats tired one each. 
The Shiranu s received two shells, b u t 
the other b oats were not damaged. The 
Ru ssian ship was completely su nk. 
“Su ndown saw the b attle 
raging 
fu riou sly. 
Ou r shells were evidently 
telling on the Ru ssians, who showed 
signs of confu sion. Ou r fifth torpedo 
flotilla, after destroying the Borondlno, 
followed in the wak$ of ou r second 
division, the signal reading: 
“Some­

la followed and located 
the ob ject 
which proved to b e a sinking ship with 
its overtu rned b ottom showing. Thir­ 
ty su rvivors clu ng to the wreck, cry­ 
ing for assistance. 
“Firing ceased with the approach of 
darkness. According to orders previou s­ 
ly given for a tori>edo attack after 
dark all the destroyer flotilla, dividing 
into two squ adrons, proceeded to at­ 
tack the Ru ssians du ring the whole 
night. 
The Ru ssians 
fru strated the 
ftrst and second attacks with search­ 
lights. A third attempt was carefu lly 
made, and the Yu giri sank a ship of 
the Borodino type and also hit others. 
“The Ru ssian ships headed northeast 
after dayb reak, hoping to reach Vladi­ 
vostok. Ou r officers and men were de­ 
termined that not a ship shou ld 
es­ 
cape. and resolved not to relax their 
efforts u ntil they had 
su cceeded in 
either sinking or captu ring every Ru s­ 
sian ship. 
Ou r ships 
always 
kept 
ahead of the Ru ssians. 
“The b attle was resu med at 9 o’clock 
Su nday morning twelve miles east of 
Cliiyu pyon b ay. and lasted all day. 
Here the Ru ssians su ffered their heav­ 
iest losses.

The following rep ort was read last 
night by Su p erintendent Miss Lewis 
at the gradu ating exercises of tbe 
Hosp ital Training school: 
Ladies of the Board, Physicians of 
the Staff, Members of the gradu ating 
Class, Ladies ans Gentlemen: 
It has been su ch a short time since 
I was called to tak e charge of this 
hosp ital that it is too soon to more 
than barely sk etch an ou tline. All 
ou r details are yet to fill in. In this 
time, however, we have decided to ex­ 
tend the p eriod of training to three 
years, and have added to ou r schools a 
gradu ate head-nu rse, who is to assist 
in the training of the you nger nu rses. 
Mrs. Melissa Herrick is the nu rse who 
is filling this resp onsible p osition and 
the arrangement is very satisfactory. 
There is far too mu ata ia even a small 
hosp ital for one nu rse to oversee, bu t 
with a division of du ties, we hop e for 
a harmoniou s ordering of 
hosp ital 
affairs. 
Ou r gradu ating class consists of five 
nu rses, of whom Miss Cahill has fu lly 
comp leted her examinations and term 
of hosp ital service, and has received 
her dip loma. 
Mrs. Shaw has still a 
few examinations to tak e before she 
receives hers, and the other nu rses 
will not receive theirs u ntil their two 
years term of service has exp ired. 
It 
has been decided, however, that it 
wou ld be best for them to gradu ate as 
a class. 
In regard to the financial side of ou r 
work , ou r new ru le of a week 's fee in 
advanced, and after p ayment by the 
week , does away with mu ch u np leas­ 
ant work in collecting old debts, This 
settles bills while they are 
fresh 
in mind, and not overshadowed by 
other claims 
Beginning with Jan­ 
u ary of the p resent year we have 
earned 82274.33 u p to May 1st. We 
bave exp ended 82539.97, leaving a de­ 
ficit of 82(55.64. This deficit has been 
met by donations from several sou rces, 
by Hon. R. R. H itt, Col. Lowden and 
Mrs. Cu mmins. A p art of this deficit, 
and I think all, has been cau sed by 
mu ch needed rep airs. 
We 
have treated in these fou r 
months siity-sixp atients, ou tof which 
nu mber we bave lost by death six. 
Of these six one died the night of her 
arrival, and one was a baby, still-born, 
while another was an old lady of 86 
wbo died from a shock of a fractu red 
bip . This redu ces the death rate to a 
low p ercentage, and I may add that 
of the remaining three, only one was 
a su rgical case, and that one was a 
very dou btfu l case, when he entered, 
and yet how mu ch more of an imp res­ 
sion these six deaths have on the p u b 
lie mind than the sixty who left the 
hosp ital and were in most cases mu ch 
imp roved. This we feel is far from a 
bad record when we tak e into con­ 
sideration that many of ou r p atients 
were old and Infirm and some were in 
tbe bosp ital for months.

cy. In view of this fact we are rais­ 
ing tbe edu cational standard of ou r 
ap p licants, and we requ ire of them a 
high school edu cation, or a leather's 
certificate. With this basis, we hop e 
that ou r nu rses may be mu ch better 
p rep ared to tak e advantage of the 
difficu lt work before them. 
We realize that one of the u rgent 
needs of ou r hosp ital is a good finan­ 
cial basis. We are tbank fu i for the 
interest already tak en in ou r work , 
bu t we see p lainly that u nless we 
have an endownment, or a su p p ort as 
a p u blic and necessary institu tion 
from city and cou ntry we shall be so 
handicap p ed by ou r lack of fu Dds, that 
we can not comp ete 
with other 
hosp itals with su ch conditions. We 
may contrive to k eep on adding a 
little here or there, bu t as to doing 
anything on a large scale how can we 
do to mak e accou nts balance, and 
hardly that? We need interest, en­ 
thu siasm, and u nited efforts of all in 
any way connected with the hosp ital. 
There shou ld be earnest and hearty 
coop oration of all to mak e it a hosp ital 
large 
enou gh, 
and 
well equ ip p ed 
enou gh so that we may not feel ou r­ 
selves at any disadvantage in comp ar­ 
ison with other institu tions, either in 
training nu rses of a high grade, or in 
ou r work of tak ing the best care p os­ 
sible of the sick and this can only be 
secu red by exp laining the needs of a 
work su oh as this to all in any way in­ 
terested in hosp ital affairs.

committee on in terstate commerce, he 
made some commen ts on the stiu ation 
which are of in terest, especially as 
Cu llom was the father of the federal 
law which led to the presiden t agita­ 
tion . 
H o p es the Koads W ill C om p rom ise. 
“The qu estion of railroad rates has 
grown so im portan t that I wou ld n ot 
be su rprised to see it become an issu e 
In the n ext presiden tial campaign ,” said 
Cu llom. 
“1 am hopin g that the rail­ 
roads will be in clin ed to compromise 
the m atter so it can be adju sted, n ot 
on ly for the relief of the people, bu t in 
fairn ess to the compan ies, which have 
don e so mu ch to develop the cou n try 
an d advan ce civilization . There is n o 
dou bt in my min d that the in terstate 
.commerce commission shou ld be given 
the right—if it hasn ’t the right n ow— 
to in vestigate complain ts an d» decide if 
a rate is u n reason able. 
F av ors R ad ic al A ction . 
“The railroads might compromise by 
gran tin g that right, an d then the rotu ls 
m ight proceed to readju st thin gs an d 
fix a reason able rate. 
If that Is n ot 
agreed to I wou ld favor givin g the com­ 
mission the power cot on ly to say when 
a 
rate 
is 
u n reason able, 
bu t 
also 
to fix a rate which is reason able. This 
may be con sidered by some as some­ 
w hat radical, bu t shou ld be don e if the 
roads refu se to compromise as 1 have 
in dicated.” 
W h ere th e Senator Can Re Seen. 
Sen ator Cu llom will divide bis time 
this su mmer between Highlan d Park 
an d Sprin gfield. He goes to the capital 
n ext week an d on his retu rn will have 
an office where he can meet his frien ds. 
He said he had n ot read the n ew pri­ 
mary 
law sin ce it was 
passed, an d 
therefore cou ld n ot express an opin ion 
on the act which so vitally affects his 
political fu tu re.
